Citizens of Pahokee are “being 
offered an opportunity. to better 
their drainage conditions when a 
special bond election is held on 
Friday, January 26, 1962, accord- 
ing to an ófficial of the East Beach 
Water Control District who com- 
mented this week on the üpcoming 
election. 

Drainage conditions in Pahokee 
through the past quarter of a cent- 
ury have béen inadequate and at 
times property has been damaged 
and in many cases threatened with 
complete flooding. Officials of the 
District have worked out a plan 
whereby the entire drainage dis- 
trict can be completely revamped 
and made to render a drainage ser- 
vice that will be satisfactory to ail 
property owners. 

A. bond issue in the amount .of 
$300,000.00 will be-voted on at the 
special election scheduled for Fri- 
day, January-26;-and-at-that- time 
the freeholders Will have opportun- 
ity to express themselves at the 
polls. The election will be held. in - 
the Pahokee high school. gymnas- 
ium. The City of Pahokee is within 
the drainage district comprising , . 
about 40 percent of its total area. 
East Beach Water Control District 
comprises an area of 6,073 acres 
surrounding the City of Pahokee. 

The District operates under gen- 
eral drainage laws set up by the 
state legislature and is governed 
by a three man board elected by 
the” landowners with a meeting .'* 
held in September of each year. 

On the district's board of super- 
visors are Roy-Vandegrift Sr.,. pres». 
ident, Cármen Salvatore and H. 
J. Anderson. John D. Rogers serves 
as district engineer and secretary. 

The purpose of the proposed bond 
issue is to provide funds for im- 
proving and revamping the water 
control facilities throughout the 
entire District. This includes, 
among many other things, reloca- 
tion of the pumping plant from its 
present. location, near the city gar- 
bage dump, to a site just south of 
the home of H. J. Anderson. The 
new plant will be modern and up 
to date in every respect and have à 
pumping capacity of 150,000 gal- 
lons per minute discharging direct- 
ly into Lake Okeechobee through 
large culverts, already installed.

Since February 1961 when this 
proposal was first announced, both 
boards have continued to study the 
needs and advantages of carrying 
out the plan, and are at present 
working together to arrive at the 
best possible plan for the-construc- 
tion of a new hospital. Board mem- 
bers invite the public to express 
their views and would apppreciate 
any constructive criticism or sug- 
gestion that might be offered.
